I flatter 
mytelf, from the Reception of them, for five Years paft, 
that the Publick in general are very well pleas’d with the

Manner, in which I have hitherto pro‘ecuted this Part | 


of my Undertaking ; and the Violence, with which I have 
been confteutly oppoled, by fone particular Perfons, isa 
fufficient Proof that They have not been altogether with- 
out Efeét. But I have not confia’d myfelf intirely to 
State-Craft : ‘or vot to infift on my Difcovery of fome 
Impei'ur-s in the Praétice of Phyfick, it is well known 
that I have already animadverted on the Abufes of my 
former Profeffior., as a Lawyers and I defign to give my 
Reader a freth Inftance of my Impartiality, in this Pa- 
per, by expofing the Tricks of my prefent Vocation, as 
an Author. 

It is impoffible to exhauft {> copious a Subjeé& in the 
Compas of one of thefe Half-Sheets, to which the Par- 
liament hath wifely reduced our weekly Lucubratisns, 
without incroaching on that valuable P.rt of it, which 
my Bookfeller always referves to Himfelf, as his undoube- 
ed Privilege, for obliging the Publick with thofe /eful 
Notices, of all Kinds, which bring up the Rear of his 
Paper.—Befides, I am a better Subjeét, whatever my 
Enemies may pleafe to fiy, or think of me, than to ask 
fo unreafonable a Favour; for every fingle Advertife- 
ment, which fhould be leit out, upon fuch an Occafion, 
would be a clear Lofs of one Shilling Sterling to his 
Majefty's Revenue. I am therefore obliged to con- 
fine my Obfervations, in this Difcourfe, to the Crafts of 
a political Writer, and muft referve the Artifices of other 
Authors, which are equally worthy of publick Notice, to 

e future Dsfquifition. 
orWhen a Soe of the Quill finds Himfelf prompted 
with an Ambition of ferving his Country, in <his Capacity, 
and hath laidup 2 fuffic.e.t Stock of Materials for fuch an 





- Undertaking, his firfi Care is to work them up in proper 


Vehicles, and to ccnfider in what Manner to difpen‘ethem 
with moft Advantage to Himfelf, as well as Emolument 
to the Publick. This is what the Trade call raifing a 
Paper; for ix isnot to be fuppofed that every Work, 
of this Kind, thould be able to recommend itfelf by its 
own intrinfick Merit, without any extraneous Affiftance 
There is a great Deal of Art and Induftry required to 
raife fech a Fabrick, and to fupport it, when it is rais’d. 

As it is firft of ali neceffary to engsge the Attention of 
the Publick to our Lucubrations, my /earned Brethren 
have found out feveral Methods of doing This, without 
committing any Violence upon Nature, or torturing theit 
poor Brains to no Purpofe I muft do them the Juttice 
to own that, in this Particular, They are very modelt, 
and feem confcious of their own Strength. They are 
Mafters of the greateft human Knowlege, the Kaow/eze 
of Themfelves ; and forefeeing the Impoflibility of rifing in- 
to Notice and Diftinétion by the Force of Reayon, Wit, 
Humour, or ¥.xccilence of any Kind, very prudently re- 
fort to other d:tz, which 1 fhall now proceed to explain. 

A well-choles {it/e-page hath been always efteem’d an 
effential Point amongt us modern Writers; a neceffiry 
Qualification to capsivate the good Opinion of the Pub 
lick. I could mention /ome Artifis, in this Town, who 
have fublifled Themfelves and their Families, for many 
Years, by this Kind of Learning, and their Skill in ac- 
commod:ting the Works of other Men, under a /peciows 
Infeription, to the Palate ox the Peoples juft as fome 
Vintners hang out a fine, gilded Buf, to recommend 
their fumm'd Wine. 1 have been told that it was one 
of thefe Adepts, who affifted Mr. Walfingham, at his 
firft fetting out in the World, and finding the Country- 
Party to be infinitely the moi numerous and popular, 
advifed Him to fight, like a Spy, im the Camp of Liberty, 
and to intitle his venal ee in Defence of Ceurts 
and Minifters, The rree Briton. 

Some of my Brother Fourxalifts have gone farther and 
endeavour'd to pufh Themfelves into Obdfervatien, by 
appearing at firit on the popular Side, with no other View 
than being fought off, asd fetting Thempclves to Market. 
I could mention feveral of my Cotemporaries, wo have 


praétis’d this Stratagem, and fome, who have fucceeded 
in it. I would not be thought to mean the original 
Authors of the Lordon and Britifh Journals; for 1 have 
been told that the Defection of the former Paper was 
fuborn’d without their Confent; and it is well known 
that the /atter unhappily fell into the Hands of one Roger 
Manley, E(q; (a near Relation, as it is faid, of Mr. Walfing- 
bam) from whom it received its Death-wound and foon 
afterwarcs expired in a larguifhing and moft miferable 
Manner. 

I beg Leave to make an Obfervation, or two, on this 
Praétice of feducing Writers from their Duty, or encou- 
)reging them to write with fuch a Profpeét. 

In the firft Place, I muft fubmit it to the Judgment 
of the learned Woild, whether fuch Methods do not tend 
to undermine the Liberty of the Prejs, which may ‘be 
deftroy’d, like fome other Bulwarks of our Conftitution, 
by fecret Corruption, as well as by open Violence; and as 
the great Inftrument of Corruption is engrofs’d by shofe 
Gentlemen, who have the Difpofition of the Purfe, We 
rarely fee any Converts made on the contrary Side. 

Befides, if shis Praéice fhould continue to be encou- 
raged, it may prove in Time infupportably burthenfome 
as well as dangerous to the Commonwealth; for every 
Man, whofe Principles of Morality fit but loofely about 
Him, will be eafily tempted by fuch Examples to draw 
his Pen againit Thofe, who have the Power of filencing 
Hin in fo agreeab'e a Manner; and thus We may live 
to fee a ftanding Army of Scritblers kept up in con- 
ftant Pay, who may be put to other dirty Work, upon 
Occafion, befides Writing — But I ask Pardon for this 
Digreflion and will now return to my Subjeét. 

The Praétice of correfponding with ourfelves and com- 
plimenting ourfelves is well known and comiron to all 
political Writers, I muftbe fo impartial as to own that 
I have been often guilty of this Frailty my felf and writ 
feveral complaifznt Letters to Mr. D' Anvers, when ] 
found other Perfons deficient in thofe Acknowledgments, 
which his Labours deferv’d from the Publick. I mention 
This as a Proof of my Ingenuity, and to put the faid 
Publick in Mind of their Duty, that I may not be ob:- 
liged, for the future, to aét fo irkfome and difagreeable 
a Part as That of commending, or juflifying my {lf 

But there is another Artifice, in the Myftery of Au 
thorfhip, which I can truly fay I have never yet pragti 
fed, nor hed Occafion to practife; I mean That of an- 
fwering my felf ard abufing my felf, in order to gain 
the Notice and Attention of the World. I am fenfible 
that the Writings of my Adverfaries have given the 
Publick fome Sufpicion of this Kind; but I hope the 
Manner, in which They are propagated, will be {ufli- 
cient to clear me from any fuch Imputation; and I 
could appeal to a Gentleman, of great Diftinétion, who 
kaows to his Coft that I am perfeétly innocent in this 
Refpect. 

I fhould be jufly chargeable with acting a very unge- 
nerous Part, it [I did not teke Notice, in this Place, of 
mp reverend Adverfary, the /earned Orator of Clare- 
market, who is the greateft Mafter of onc Craft in wri- 
ting of any modern Author wharfoever, and hath prac- 
tifed it, for fome Years paft, with amazing Succefs. I 
mean thofe m-delt Recommendations of his Works, which 
appear every Week in the News-papers, to befpeak the 
good Opinion of the Town ard anticipate the Applaufe 
of his Readers. This is what ill-natured Criticks have 
endeavoured to ftigmatize by the Name of Pufing; but 
Men of Candcur look upon Them only as proper Me- 
mofials to an ignorant and cenforious Age, which is apt 
to overlook the Labours of the Learned without fuch 
timely Hints and Notices of their Value. As for my 
felf, I fhould have often Icft the Satisfaction of reading 
thofe elegant and entertaining Performances, intitled the 
Ayp-Dodor, if my Curiofity had not beer previoufly 
rais'd by the kind Informatiors from White's, Tom's, 
and other publick Offices of Inielligence in this great 
Metropefis. 

When an Author hath introduced Himfelf, by Thefe, 
or any other Arts, into the Knowledge and Acquain 
tance of the Publick, He muft expe& to draw 
down the Envy and I[]l-will of his Brethren. I {peak 
it from Experience that the Bufinefs of a popular Wri- 
ter is a very obnoxious and dangerous Station. I can 
compare it to nothing but That of a great State/man, 
who hatha Multitude of Enemies, Rivals and Compe- 
titors. Ambition, Dilappointment and Revenge work 
as firongly againft ws, as againft the praical Politician. 


a violent Death. The only Difference is, that We com 
monly die lamented, and are followed to the Grave with 
the Bleflings of the Peopie. 

For my own Part,.J canrot tell how lorg I fhall be 
able to i:ald out. It muit be fuppofed that my watzral 
Conflitution is fomewhat impair’d with old Age; bet I 
thank Heaven my politica! Health is as vigorous as ever 
and I hope will laft many Years lorger, unlefs it fhouk 
receive fome accidental Shock, which no Man can forefee, 
or prevtnt. 

But I muft beg Leave to complain of fome Arts, made 
ufe of by my Adverfaries; which I think very. ungene- 
rous, and what my be properly called fiw! Pluy. 

Whenever They think fit to extol the Lenity ef their 
Patron, They write in an high Strain of Lilerry, and 
provoke usto anfwer them in the fame Manner; but 
as foon as a Profecution is commenc’d againft us, for teking 
the Freedom, which They enceurage vs to take, They 
defert the Subjeét at once, and Ieave us to the /evx/at 
Arm. 

They tave likewife pre@is'd another Trick, which I 
have mentioned before, of fhifting their Papers, and tak. 
ing feparate Paris in the Controverfy. Thus the Prec 
Briten, for Inflauce, condemns all Profecutions by Jrfor- 
mation, grounded on the common Lata, which He putt 
on the fame Foot with Profecutions in the Star-Chanh 
fer ; acd the Author of the Jendon Ferrnal delivers it as 
his Opinioa that the Fury ought to.be Judges of tie Lac., 
as wellas thé Fe; That is to fay, in his own Words 


They are Fudges of the Nature of the Th 
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ing pi Hed, are 
whetksr it be a Libel, or mot. At the fame Time, ano- 
ther Writer, who appears in the Dui’y Conrent. under 
the fame Patronage and. Encouragement, inveighs againtt 


usin the mof virulsnt Style, for afferting the fame 
Doétrire, which He calls an Infult cn the Mag ipracy 
and the Lat. . 

Though I have thought fit todecline the Pro@ution 
Of this important Subje, at pre‘ent, for fome pruden- 
tial Reafons, which Inecd not explain, my Readers ma 
be aflured that 1 am prepared with ample Materials to 
finith that Enquiry at a proper.

On Saturdsy If, at the Sittings of the Court of King’s 
Bench at Guildhall, was try’d before the Right Hon 
the Lord Raymond an Infermation brought againft Adams, 
T. Willis, Eccleflone, and Buckland, for an Affiult on 
Charles Geery, Ef; on the 234 of April 1730, in 
King’s Head Court near Shoe- Lane 

1; appeared by the Evidence, that Mr. Geery, coming 
from the King’s Arms ‘Tavern on Ludgate-Hill at eleven 
o’Clock that Night, and pafling up Fleet-ftreet to go to 
Geugh-Square, met with Eliz Noon and Anne Lewis, 
with whom he went to Noon’s Room, which was a 
Ground Floor near the faid Court: Another Woman 
was prefent when Mr. Geery came up to them, who 
immediately walk’d off. 

Mr. Geery, as foon as he came into the Roan, ex- 
preiied his Uneafineis, being apprehenfive of being mur- 
dered there, and wanted to go, and gave the Women 2s. 
which he told them woes all the Moncey he had, that they 
might not prefs him to flay. He had not been above 5 
or 6 Minutes there, andhed not {at down, when two of the 
Defendants were fee to come into the Court with a Wo 
man. Willis came to the Window, which had neither 
Shutter nor Curtain, and in an effeminate Voice called 
out Nesay, Narny, open the Door. Noon however knew 
his Voice, and told Mr. Geery that the Informing Con 
#iables were there, and blew out the Candle; but he 
wovid have it jighted, faying, .4s be bad doxe no Harn 
ke had xo Fear, and, contrary to her Perfuafions open’d 
the Door, Adams immediately feized him by the Collar,and 
the reft of the Deiendants came up, as alfo one Dimmack, 
dince dead. And’ it was proved by the concurrent Tef- 
timony of many Witnefles, that on Mr. Geery’s asking 
ther Authoritv, the Defendant Adams faid, Damir Sill, 
LU (here you ey Authority, and Uhereupon puli’d out 
Su. ff and flruck him feveral Blows over the Head, fo that 
he dropt down, and he and the other Defendants gave 
him many Blows, and by great Vi-lence got his Sword 
from him, though he grip’@ it in fuch a Manner that 
they were forced to break the Bow to get it, and he 
was ftabb’d therewith thro’ his Fob, and wounded three 
laches below the Groin: His Cloaths were torn off, 
and he was naked to the Wailt, if a Man can be faid to 
te naked who was covered with Blood and Dirt. 

During all this Time Mr. Geery made no Refiftance, 
exceot his endeawauring not to be forced back into the 
Room, but begg’d frequently, for God’s Sake, to be car- 
ried before the Conitable of the Night, or fome Magi- 
itrate; arid two Watchmen, whom this Diflurbance had 
brought thither, were particularly requefted by him to 
fez him carried before their Conitable; but one of the 
Defendants faid, 27x a, we are Conable enough for 
yous darn you, we bave many fuco a killing 
Captain as yor. Ut was cezoicd by one of the King’s 
Witncfles, chat upon her exclaiming againft their Barba- 
ritv, fhe was anfwered, You fec he isdrawing iis Sword; 
whereas at that Time flie faw one of them was un- 
fheathing it. 

Mr. Geery, when they had ¢ragg’d him oui of the 
Court, and hurry’ along to Ludgate-Hill, punch- 
ing and knuckhing him a! e Way. admitted he might 
then, upoa getting a Handa litde at Liberty, trike one 
of them; and he did endeavour to lay held on th 
Knockers of fome Doors, and call one, that his Fijerds 
there might come to his Relief. A Servant of Mr. El- 
liflone, who Hy ina Garret, heard him, and went ond 
acquainted his Maer that Dr. Geery was in Ditref 
They pufh’d him up the Old Bully, and fo thro’ New- 
gaic-freet, to Woodflree: Comper, whither Mr. ili- 
jlone came, and fent for Mr. Sainthill, a Surgeon, who 
drei-'d his Wounds, ard thefe Gentlemen cfier’d to be 
his Buil, but were noe accepted. 

The next Morning Sir Richard Brocas, then Lord 
Mayor, havisg been acquainted with this Affair, fent 
the Ciiy Martha! with Orders for Mr. Geery to be 
brought before him, and then, upon farther Examina- 
tion, ordered him to be difcharged, and granted a War- 
rant againft the Defendints, upon the Inf-rmation of 
Mr Rigby, the Keeper of the Compter + for Mr. Geery 
to this Day knew neither of them. 

The Evidence for the King being fo full and clear, 
the Defendants Counlel faw they had no Room to ju- 
ftify, or make fullictent Defence, and fo threw up their 
Briefs, and the Defendants were ¢}] found guilty. The 
Court will give Judgment next Term.
